HTOrubby broadcast dally without interruption during the period. The 
hi g hli ght of the nonth was the anniversary of KKWaaheo Independence, November 28. 

A special statement was prepared JTor the day, noting the celebrations in TFCredo 
and elsewhere. As requested by L jexosrpts of the HTNeigh statement to the 

TFCredo press were also incorporated in the November 2dth broadcast. As soon as 
the texts of the ZASeal and WSFishy messages to HTNeigh became available bore, 
they were also broadcast. 

For the rest, the daily programs followed the normal pattern which has 
been established! about one-quarter news, one-quarter special announc em e nt s and 
one-half comments on KMWaahoo affairs. We constantly attempt to maintain a sub- 
stantial volume of news about KMWaahoo, but do not always sudeood. The slaek la 
taken up with international newa monitored from foreiyi broadcasts. 

We often are forced to fall back on imagination for ICMWaahoo news and 
some of our more interesting items are in the class of "things which should have and 
could have happened even if they didn't.” Care la taken to limit these inventions 
to items which oanaot bo checked by the ordinary listenar. Soma of tho more suc- 
cessful fictions have boon picked up by the HTNeigh news bulletin in TPCredo. We 
do not fool any harm can come of this and so have net attempted to prevent it.

Preparations were made during tha period under review to despatch a 
team into southern KMWaahoo for tha purpose of gathering intelligence useful to 
BOFlume. Suitable experienced ZRSpella were recommended bjr^J fid/ Jboth 

of the Waahoo BQFlume staff. These candidates have made several trips across the 
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border la recent Umi and announced their willingness to go la the wintertime 
for HTVelfh. If they aw auo easeful, it la hoped that a regular flow of infor- 
natlea will bo developed fro a tho southeastern aornor of tho country.
